Id a b rief address he urged 
the im portance of the y oung {>eople of 
America placing thoir ideals high, ami 
try ing to live up to them. 
‘Every m an’s life is w hat he makes 
i t,’ said Mr. Watson, and this was 
the central thought of his remarks.

St. Petersb urg, July 18.—M. Witte, 
the senior Russian peace plenipoten 
tiary , received y our correspondent at 
his villa at Yellagin island. 
After 
greetings, which were cordial, the con­ 
versation gravitated quickly to 
the 
high mission with which the Russian 
statesm an is charged and the disposi­ 
tion of the foreign press to interpret 
his appointment as an indication that 
Russia had decided to make peace at 
any price. 
"No, no," said he, straightening up 
in his chair and speaking slowly and 
distinctly , as if weighing the value of 
each word. 
"In the first place. I have 
b een designated b y the emperor as his 
amb assador ex traordinary for a con­ 
ference with the Japanese plenipoten 
tiaries to ascertain whether it is pos­ 
sib le to conclude & treaty of peace 
My personal views are of secondary 
importance, b ut my ideas are in en­ 
tire accord with tnose of my friend, 
Count I^imsdorff. 
In serving my em 
peror I have received precise instruc­ 
tions from his majesty and shall fol­ 
low them. 
"The ultim ate decision rem ains in 
the hands of the emperor, and It 1.« 
for him to decide the destinies of 
Russia. 
The emperor is the friend of 
peace and desires peace, b ut I very 
much fear that the Japanese terms 
will b e such that we will b e unab le to 
reach an accord. 
Secondly , the world 
should disab use its mind of the ides 
that Russia wants peace at any price 
There are two parties in Russia. 
One 
favors the continuation of the war to 
the end—this is a large and influen 
tial party . 
The other, to which I b o 
long, favors peace 
I avow it frank!} 
b ecause telling the truth has alway s 
b een my rule in politics. 
I was for 
peace b efore hostilities 
b roke out 
When the war b egan the situation 
chaneed.
